THE ANSI-RENT MOVEMENT IN 
SBELANS. 

A GENERAB rPRISTN<J. 

New i'ouK, Oct. 13. — Tiie I/em/d'n 
special from Navan, Iridand, of the 
12th says ; — The scene witnessed here 
to-day was more like an uprising of an 
enfranchised people than a monster 
proclninaiion of Ireland's discontent 
with its rulers. From daylight crowds 
poured into tlio town. All were on 
foot, and every man, woman and child 
carried green boughs. Every house 
was shrouded with greenery, and even 
the meanest hovels hung out their gar- 
lands. The chapel was thronged all 
morning with devout congregations at 
service. The priests bade them main- 
tain the greatest order during the day. 
At eleven o'clock in the morning the 
place was thronged with frieze-coated 
country people, who formed in parade 
and marched behind bands dressed in 
beautiful uniforms of white and gold, 
exact counterparts of those worn dur- 
ing the Emmett celeljrations. As fur 
away as two miles from the railway 
the roads were densely packed. The 
platforms at the station were occui)ied 
by a committee of priests and other 
members of the po[)ular dejjutation. 
There were triumphal arches in evei'y 
corner, bearing such mottoes as "Down 
with the Land Robbers," " Parnell for 
Ireland," "Ireland for Parnell," "Home 
Rule," "Liberty for the people," and so 
forth. As soon us the whistle of the 
arriving train was heard the band 
struck up "See the conquering hero 
come.s." Parnell was receivcti with 
frantic outbursts of cheers, and enthu- 
siastically carried to a carriage which 
was waiting outside. The party in- 
cluded Messrs, Sullivan, O'Connor 
Power, O'Sullivan, and Biggar. They 
were preceded by a triumphal jn-oces- 
sion, which escorted them into town. 
The windows were thronged with 
ladies, and many priests were notice- 
able along the roatl to the hotel. Tiie 
women rushed forward to shake hands 
with the hero of to-day. Thousands 
came by train from Dulilin, with a 
bravo display of bunting. Droglioda, 
Athboy, bundalk, and even Belfast, 
sent large deputations. It is computed 
that at least ;50,000 people were in 
town. The streets were constantly 
paraded by armed police, who, how- 
ever, wore allowed to pass unnoticed. 



fhQ Nortli Eastern Passagro, 



Editor Colonist: — Dr. Von Nor- 
denskold, who has so lately saiietl 
around tlie skirts of the shores which 
so closely join Europe, Asia and Amer- 
ica into one continuous portion of the 
globe has penetrated the icy arch at 
Behring Straits and arrived at Yoko- 
hama on the 2nd of Sept., 1S79, having 
wintered at Wolnitcliin. The steamer 
Vega in wiiich ho performed this re- 
markable voyage Railed from Gothen- 
burg, in Sweden, 4th July, 1S78, She 
was fitted out by Mr. Oscar Dickson, 
the burgomaster of Gothenburg, who 
incurred the whole of the e.Kpbnse of 
the expedition. Mr. Dickson is of 
Scotch extraction, a merchant largely 
engaged in the timber trade of Sweden. 
This voyage may be tho means of open- 
ing up an Asiatic trade between the 
north of Europe and Japan and China, 
enabling theui to stock their mai'kcts 
with Eastern productions cheaply and 
expeditiously. 

The doctor's trip has already started 
a trado into existence witii districts 
along his route, which so far has proved 
disastrous J and time will disclose the 
practical and profitable character of his 
discoveries. 

It is to be hoped the Swedish mer- 
chant's enterprise may accomplish mer- 
cantile results favorable to bis country's 
interests without at all detracting from 
the doctor's glorious cfl'orts in geogra- 
phical service.

It declares war against the government 
and its tone is very violent. 

Berlin, Oct. 28. — The speech from 
the throne of the Prussiain Diet de- 
clares that the improvement in the es- 
timates expected to result from a reform 
in the system of Imperial taxation 
cannot, in view of the present financial 
state of affairs, to an appreciable extent 
affect the estimates for ne.\t year. Tho 
principal measures announced compri.se 
a loan for covering the deticit, apjily- 
ing iho surplus of Im])erial taxes to 
the reduction of the income tax, and a

The fitoaiiier Princess Louise ;u-rived 
here at Jiiilf-i;!i3t 10 o'clock last night from 
Fort Wniiigol mid way jiorts, having on 
board 95 white passengers, 90 Chinese, 
GO Indiana and a quantity of iniscollano- 
0U8 freight, including 400 packages of 
salmon. On tho passage up the Princess 
Louise found tho steanior Western Slope 
at anchor at Motlakatlah. On reaching 
Fort Wrangel it was found that nearly 
all tho miners had arrived from Casaiar. 
The weatlior had been severo a-id soino of 
tho outward bound parties were detained 
by ice on Stickoon river. As -a rule the 
miners complained of a bad season in 
Casaiar and some of them spoko of leav- 
ing Fort Wrangel for tho Sitka quartz 
mmcs. Bowen Creek, tho most recent 
diseuvery in Cassiar, has crcntctl somo ex- 
citement and \t i.s reported that it has 
boon prospt'f tod for 15 miles with gr,(id 
results. There ha.s been considerable ice 
in Stickeon river, but it was cleared liy 
subsequent rains and mild weather. The 
Princess Louiso loft Fort Wrangle at 
p. m. on Sunday last, in company with 
the .steamer Western Slope, and called in 
at the various way ports on the passage 
down. Tho schooner Kate from (^ueen 
Charlotte Island was at Aberdeen, waiting 
to bo towed down by tho steamer Skide- 
gate. The Naas river fishory closed on 
Sept. ;$Oth, tilt! run of cohoes ])roving 
light thoro this year. Tlie C. 1*. R. P. 
survey p:irty was still at work, bute^iiect- 
od to be ready to embark for thi.s port 
on or about tho 10th inst. The .steainer 
Wostorn Slope was i jtainod in the neigh- 
borhood of Cape Fox by a strong westerly 
brooze and was not in aiglit when tho 
Princess Louiso left Fort Simpson.

THE FUTURE OF THE CANADIAN LINE. 

(I.oniiun Tiine'j, .Sept. tW.] 

* * Lord Dufi'erin, aiKlres.siiig 
an ii.ssombly at Victoria, tin; capital of 
British Columbia, while Governor- 
General of Canada, expre.s.sed the ho[)e 
that when he next visited such a re- 
raoto part of tho Dominion ho would 
ninko tho journoy by rail. Tliis desire, 
coulil not bo gratified till the Canadian 
Pacific Railway iiatl cciisetl to bo mere- 
ly a grand urojcct. Tho cousuiriiuatton 
which many persons liavo labored to 
bring about may now bo regarded as 
certain of being achieved within the 
course of a few yfurs. In groat ongi 
neering works of tho kind two diflicul- 
tics have to be .surmounted before a 
successful is:uie can bo prodieted. The 
first stage consists in showing that the 
undertaking is both desirable and fea 
.sible; the aei;ond and tlie more arduous 
stage is to effect tho I'cquisitc financial 
arrangements. That a trunk lino of 
rail connecting tho eastern and western 
Provinces of Canada is wanted by Can 
adiana lias long cea.sed to bo doubtful. 
Men of all political opinions thor'3 are 
at one in this matter, tho utility of 
such a railway being, perhaps, the only 
local question about which all sensible 
Canadians aro agreed. Tho problem, 
which seemed insuperable till the other 
day, was how to raise money for tho 
undertaking. English capit.tlists have 
had painful experienco of Canadiiin 
railways, and have found these lines to 
be unequalled in their power of ab- 
sorbing capital without yielding any 
return. It was generally felt in Cana- 
da that an appeal for help from tho 
Imperial Govorninont would be hope- 
less, as it was understood that thoguar- 
antee in tho case of tho Intercolonial 
Railway had closed the area of subsi- 
dies. There was much talk, however, 
about requesting such a guarantee, and 
a rumor to that elTect gave IMr. Bright 
an exctise for som<! stringent criticism 
upon Canada. * * * Happily, the 
application for a guarantee to this 
country has either not been contem- 
plated cr else has been wisely abandon- 
ed by the Administration of Sir .John 
jMacdonald. Indeed, tiie day after we 
reprinted Mr. Bright's pungent remarks 
we were able announce that tiio Cana- 
dian Government had completed the 
financial arrangements for the con- 
struction of the Pacific Railway, and 
that an Imperial guarantee formed no 
part of them. 

The basis of the .scboino for linking 
the Atlantic antl tlie Pacific by a line 
of rail through British Territory is 
that the capitalists who advance the 
money aro to receive 1,000,000 acres 
as security amd to reimburse thtm for 
their outlay. This grant of land is to 
be vested iu Commissioners, one of 
whom is to bo appointed by tho Iniper- 
ial Government and is to watch over 
the interests of Engli.sli investor.s. 

Granting that this Commission will 
be properly con.stituted and will dis- 
charge its duties oQlciently, the main 
point to be determined is the value of 
the grant itself. We may infer that 
the capitalists who have negotiated 
with the Canadian Government aro 
satisfied on this hoad;but tlic public in 
this country may not be equally well- 
informed. On the contrary, the errone- 
ous opinion prevails to some extent on 
both sides of the Atlantic that the 
country through wiiicli this railway is 
to run has no attraction for settlers, 
being tho haunt of wild beasts and the 
home o£ savage Indians. There is 
plenty of information in print about 
the country between Lake Superior 
and tho Rocky jMounttiins; but much 
of it is contained, or rather hidden, in 
blue-books and Parliainontaiy reports. 
The reports made in 18G:i by Captain 
Pn.llisior arc specially valuable, lining 
tho result of a survey extending over 
nearly three years and conduct 
ed on behalf of our Crovcrnmcnt. 
Captn.' u Palliser aflirined, as the con- 
clusion at which ho had deliberately 
arrived, that it was both easy and ex- 
pedient to make a railway through 
that region. Since then a railway has 
been made across tho United States 
section of tho North American conti- 
nent, and other lini.-s of rail ai-o iu 
course of construction. It was long, 
indeed, before the public of the United 
States could bo stirred up and taught 
to regard this matter as one of vital 
importance. The agitation iu favor of 
a Pacific railway was begun in 183G 
by John Plumbe, a Welshman and 
naturalized citizen ; the line itself wtis 
not finished and opened for tralHc till 
18G9. Another, called tho Northern 
Pacific, which was carried on with 
vigor for a time, fell into financial 
difhculties, and the works, were sus- 
pended. The Committee on Pacific 
Railways of the United States Senate 
reported in 1869 in favor of subsidiz- 
ing tho Northern Pacific, on the ground 
that, if made, it would drain tho 
agricultural products of tho rich Sas- 
katchewan and Red River districts to 
the east, and the gold country on the 
Fraser, Thompson and Ivootanio rivers 
to the west of the Rocky l\[ountains. 
Moreover, it was said in the report — 
and this argument had great weight in 
deciding Congress to make a grant of 
land to the promoters — ^'Tho opening 
hy ns first of a jNTprthern Piioific rail- 
road seals tielde^tiny o£ the Brifcish 
pos80«8ion» weiiiV'bf 'the 91st meridiani' 



They will become so Americanized in 
interests and- feeling that tiiey will be 
in elToct severed from tho new Do- 
minion, and the question of their an- 
nexation will bo but a question of 
tiino." Though this railway is slowly 
creeping westward, and may yet span 
tho continent, tho grand future antici- 
pated for it will not bo realized. Its 
competitor to tho north will prove a 
formidable rival. Tho American line 
runs through a barren tract for many 
miles, and its construction will not 
only be very costly, but the jirospcct 
of its ever yielding a profit is very 
slight. The Canadian line, on the other 
hand, runs for tho most part through 
n country which is unequalled for foi- 
tility on the North American contin 
ent; and, if it bo coniitrticted as econo- 
mically as liiorc is reason to expect, it 
ought to prove highly remuuerativc. 

Though tlie financial arrangements 
for constructing tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway ns a whole liavo only now 
been settled, tho railw.ay itself has been 
in course of construction for some time 
bitok, and a considerable ])art will be 
0])cncd for traffic within two years. 
Tho long stretch from tho head of 
Lake Superior to Solkirk on tho Red 
River is divided into throe sections; 
two of them, the easterly and westerly, 
are finished, while tho intermediate 
one is in |)rogrc.s.s. From Winnipeg, 
the capital of Manitoba, tho line is 
under contract for three hundred miles 
in a westerly direction. Owing to the 
de])ression in trade find llio unpreoe- 
dontedl}' low price of iron, tiie con- 
tracts have boon entered into on terms 
which are unusually favorable. Iho 
cost per mile of laying ard equipping 
tho three hundred miles west of Win- 
nipeg will not exceed £2,000. This is 
almost, if not altogether, unprecedent- 
ed in the annals of engineering. But 
then it .soldom hapjiens that any tract 
of country ib so well adapted for light- 
ening the engineer's labor. Colonel 
Croften, who was on military duty at 
Fort Gariy in 1846, and who knew 
tho surrounding country perfectly, 
told a select committee of tho House of 
Cointnons in 1857 that for 400 miles 
westward tho region was liko " a land 
of seii with indulations," and that he 
could have driven over it in a light 
spring jig. There arc tracts of a tlif- 
ferent and much more difficult kind, 
which will tax tho skill of the accom- 
plished engineers who aro in the service 
of the Canadian government. Yet 
this lino, as a wliole, is ti very simple 
work when ooiiquired with the Pacitis 
Railway from Omaha to San Francisco 
which crosses two mountain ranges, 
tho ono at the height of about 8,235 
feet, the other of 7,042 feet. There is 
but one range to be crossed by the 
Canadian line, at tho height of about 
3,000 feel, the ascent being so gradual 
that the traveler only knows that he 
has reached the watershed by observ- 
ing tho course of the streams. There 
is nothing in the route surveyed to 
equal that part on the Central Pacific 
called Cape Horn, wiiere the track was 
cut out of the solid rock by men slung 
in baskets by the sido of the precipice. 
While there is no ground for fearing 
that tho engineers will bo puzzled how 
to construct the line, there is only too 
much reason for approlicn-'ii^g ('ii-pvt-.r 
as to the most suitable place to select 
as a western terniinus, iMucli tact 
will bo required to rcconsile antagon- 
istic interests in this matter. What 
specially deserves mention in this 
matter is the i;act that, no desert like 
tiic alkali plains in the State of Nevada 
has to be traver.sed by this line. The 
only barren laud is in tho vicinity of 
Lake Superior and iu tho gorges of the 
Rocky Mountains, all of the rest being 
well fitted for grazing and agriculture. 
This misfortune is that the agricultural 
tract stretches for such a distance on 
either side of the line that either 
many branches will have to be made, 
in order to induce settlers to occupy 
these tracts, or cLsc another trunk lino 
will have to be constructed a hundred 
miles to the north of the projected 
one. Mr. Sanford Fleming, the 
engin(;er-in-cliief, has reported, as the 
result of personal observation, that 
there is amjile room and ample justifi- 
cation fui at least two trunk lines 
■icross tho prairie lands of Canada. If 
that region be settled as quickly as is 
expected, tho demand for railway ac- 
commodation will become very strong, 
but it will bo prudent iu the Govern- 
ment to take precaution aglanst tho 
hasty and reckless construction of rail- 
wayf;. T!!'-'ir "norgy slionld be di- 
rected to the trunk lino for the jires- 
ont. When completed it will shorten 
the distance between Yokohama and 
Liverpool by more than a thousand 
miles. For tin's reason through traffic 
between the East and Europe bv way 
of the North American continent is 
almost certain to pass over the Canadian 
Pacific Railway.
